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Immigration bill 
passes hurdles in 
US Senate 


Aruba's meteorological agency 
collaborates with COCO Not to 
monitor weather and seismic activity 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Bolstered by support from 
President Barack Obama, a 
landmark immigralion bill 
passed a pair of crucial test 
votes Tuesday m the US Sen¬ 
ate, kicking off weeks of de¬ 
bate on the comprehensive 
reform. 

After months of initial 
wrangling and more than lOQ 
new amendments offered to 
tlie underlying leg! slab on, the 
Senate -- in an act of broad 
bipartisanslup --voted 34-15 
to move to debate passage of 
what would be the most im¬ 
portant immigration refomi 
in nearly 30 years. 

"Tins overwhelming vote, 
a m^onty of both parties, 
starts tins bill off on just the 
nght foot," said Democratic 
Senator Chuck Schumer, one 
of the Gang of Eight senators 
-- four Democrats and four 
P^epublleans -- who crafted 
tlie measure, winch now 
comes to I,D7dpages. 

Tlie top Democrat in the 
Senate, Harry Reid, has said 
he hopes to pass the hill hy 
early July 

Tlie legislation provides a 
13-year pathway to citizen¬ 


ship for tlie more than 11 mil¬ 
lion people living illegally in 
the United States, tightens 
border secunty, and aims to 
collect back taxes from un¬ 
do cumented workers. 

It also would revise visa 
programs for high-tech em¬ 
ployees and agn culture 
workers, require firms to use 
an e-verify program that pre¬ 
vents dlegal Inres and compel 
those receiving provisional 
legal status to learn English. 

Obama made an out spo¬ 
ken pitch for tlie bill Tuesday, 
saying those opposed to it are 
insincere about fixing a badly 
broken system. 

Tlie president has gently 
pushed the bill from behind 
the scenes for months, fear¬ 
ing his open support would 
swell the ranks of conserva¬ 
tives who see the bdl as offer¬ 
ing amnesty to illegal 
11111111 grants and are deter¬ 
mined to kill it. 

But ahead of the cmcial 
test votes, Obama waded into 
the fray, leveraging the polit¬ 
ical capital on the issue he 
won during last year's elec¬ 
tion campaign, particularly 
among Hispanic voters. 


It was announced on Monday 
aftemoon, June ID that the

cilitates geoscience research 
and education hy deploying 
geodesy 

Mr. Fend was on Aruba to 
install equipment as part of a 
frve-year project from CO¬ 
CONet. The project IS funded 
by the National Science 
Foundation (NSF) of the 
USA. It IS planned that 5D 
GPS systems with high prea- 
sion measurements are to be 
installed in the Caribbean and 
Latin America. Togetlierwitli 
other existing systems in tins 
region a framework can be 
created for doing studies m 
the region. Mr Fend report 


the Aruba installation is 
around the half way point to 
completion. 

The research on Aruba 
fomis part of a large and ex¬ 
tensive research study regard¬ 
ing to the movements of the 
Southern Caribbean Defor¬ 
mation Belt. Previous studies 
have indicated that unknown 
faults in file deformation belt 
can tngger moderate to strong 
earthquakes, which may have 
a direct impact on Aruba 

The equipment measures 
and collect data from active 
faults, where earthquakes 
may occur Tlie signal of this 
system can also be used to 
measure file humidity in the 
atm 0 sp here. Hu s infonnati o ii 
can be used for extreme rain¬ 
fall events and for the forma¬ 
tion or streiigtliemiig of 
tropical cyclones in the re¬ 
gion. Moreover, this new 
GPS station is equipped with 
extra in et eorol □ gicd sens ors, 
which IS of great interest to 
Aruba in order to obtain bet¬ 
ter rainfall and wind spatial 
resolution. 

This COCONet station 
will provide raw GPS data, 
G PS - P Wy surf ace m ete orol - 
ogy measurements, lime se¬ 


nes of daily p ositioiis, as well 
as a station velocity field to 
supp ort a b ro ad range a f g eo - 
s Id enc e inve sli gation s S ci en- 
tists will be able to study 
solid earfii processes such as 
plate kinematics and dynam¬ 
ics as well as plate boundary 
interactions and deformation, 
wifii an emphasis on the 
earthquake cycle. Further¬ 
more it will also serve atmos¬ 
pheric sdeuce objectives by 
providing more precise esti¬ 
mates of tropospheric water 
vapor and enabling better 
forecast of the dynamics of 
airborne moisture assodated 
wifii the yearly Caribbean 
hurricane cycle. 

Extensive diversity and 
complexity of tectonic 
regimes charactenzes the 
perimeter of the Caribbean 
plate, involving no fewer 
than four major plates (North 
America, South America, 
Nazea, and Cocos). Tlie 
soufiiem Caribbean plate 
boundary with the South 
America plate strikes east- 
west across Trimdad and 
western Venezuela at a rela¬ 
tive rate of approximately 20 
iiim/yr

New Butterfly Stamps tiy AngioHna Henriquez 


2013 bnngjs another crop of 
colorful, collectable stamps 
from Po St Aruba N.V, which 
showcase tlie talents of some 
of the island's finest artists. 
New this year is a twelve- 
stamp issue depicting butter¬ 
flies byAjigialina Henriquez. 
Tliere is also a commemora¬ 
tive first-day issue envelope 
and cancel stamp ensemble. 
Two envelopes can be pur¬ 
chased, each with six stamps. 

These day-flying insect 
belong to the order Lepi- 
doptera^ meaning scaly 
wings, because their wings 
are covered with thousands 
of tiny overlapping scales. 
Butterflies can be recognized 
by their bright colors, and 
clubbed antennae, but also by 
the way they rest, with the 
wings held together over tlie 
back. There ai'e 170, ODD 
known species of Lepi- 
doptera, but only lO'^^o are 
butterflies, the rest are moths. 

The new butterfly stamps 
of Aruba sell for 1.5 Arubian 
flonns each, (9D cents U.S.) 
A full collection comes in 
two rows of five stamps Tlie 
individual insects on each 
stamp are from, left to nght 


and top to bottom. 

Morph 0 pdffldes/ Com¬ 
mon Morpho: Hie Morpho 
peleides (Nymphalldae) oc¬ 
curs in the Neo-tropical re¬ 
gion, they are co mm on in 
Central and Soutli America as 
well as the islands of 
the West Indies. It 
feeds on tlie folhage o f 
Machaenum s eemail- 
mi, Loiicho carpus, and 
otlier plants of tlie pea 
family. If tlireatened it 
releases a strong 
smelling scent in¬ 
tended to deter preda¬ 
tors. 

Eryphanis polyx- 
ena / Purple Mort 
Bleu: The Eryphanis 
polyxeiia (Nymphali- 
dae) comes from the 
Neotropical region 
(C eiitr al an d S o uth 
Amen c a and the West 
Indies). Tliis butterfly can 
live up to SIX weeks and flies 
in the dark forests of Latin 
America. It is a fast flying 
butterfly. The caterpillars are 
cryptically colored and feed 
at night on Poaceae host 
plants (mainly bamboo 
leaves), of which the elon¬ 


gated chrysalis mimics the 
appearance of a dried leaf 
Palin ushei'i / UsshGi’'s 
Palla: The Palla ushen 
(Nymphalidae) occurs in the 
Afro-tropical region. Hie 
habitat consists of lowland 


evergreen forests. They are 
characterized by having a 
rapid and powerful flight, 
stout bodies, falcate apexes, 
and a habit of feeding at dung 
and carrion. 

Anthocharis cardamines 
/ Orange tip: The An- 


thocharis cardamines (Pien- 
dae) is found across Europe, 
and eastwards into temperate 
Asia as far as Japan. It is 
named Orange tip because of 
the male's bnght orange tips 
to his forewings. Tlie males 
are a common sight in spniig 


flying along hedgerows and 
damp meadows in search of 
the more reclusive female 
winch lacks the orange and is 
often mistaken for one of the 
other 'White' butterflies. Tlie 
undersides are mottled green 
and white and create a sup erb 


camouflage when .settled on 
flower heads such as Cow 
Parsley and Garlic Mustard. 
The male is able to hide ins 
orange tips by tucking the 
forewings behind tlie hind 
wings at rest. 

Pseudacraea boisduvali / 
Boisduval's false Acren: Tlie 
Pseud acr ae a b o i s duvalin 
(Nymphalidae) has orange 
red and black colors which 
are typical of a distasteful 
species, and closely mimic 
the pattern of the poisonous 
Acre a butterflies The cater¬ 
pillar IS very unusual in ap¬ 
pearance. It has a spiny head 
and large, fleshy, spmy, pro¬ 
jections along its dark brown 
body It IS difficult to distin- 
giush the head fi'om the tail. 
It IS found the Afiro-tropical 
region, in tropical rainforests, 
111 clearings and near streams. 

Danis danis ! Large 
Green Banded Blue: The 
Dams dams, (Lycaemdae) is 
firom the Indo-Australian re¬ 
gion TTie male and female 
adults diSer. On top, the 
males are blue with a 
large white patch on 
each wing, and a 
black margin to each 
wing. Tlie females 
are black with large 
willte patches on each 
wing, and a metallic 
blue sufflision at the 
base of each wing. 

Lower row (left to 
nght) 

Diaethria cly- 
mena / 8S buttei’fly: 

The Diaetlina cly- 
111 ena (Nymphalidae) 
IS one of several 
species with similar 
wing markings Its common 
name is SE butterfly, and 
refers to the distinctive black 
and white S S patter displayed 
on the underside of the hind 
wing. It IS from the Neotrop¬ 
ical region (widespread in 
South Amenca and comm on 
to Brazil).

are usually only found feed¬ 
ing at night Dccasionally 
tins species multiphes to high 
numbers, and can become a 
serious pest to Alfalfa (Med¬ 
ic ago sativa) crops. 

Juncmia orithya J Blue 
pansy / Blue argus: TTie 
Junonia orithya (Nymphali- 
dae) are common in Afro - 
tropical and Indo-Australian 
region Tlie adults occur in 
open areas, often sitting on 
bai’e ground. Tins species has 
a stiff flap and glide style of 
flight and maintains a tern- 
tory, driving away otlier but¬ 
terflies that enter it 

GrapMum sarpedon / 
bluebottle / blue triangle: 
Grapluum sarpedon is the 
most widespread and com¬ 
mon of the Onental species, 
found from India and Sri 
Lanka to China and Japan; 
and from Malaya to Borneo^ 


Sumatra, Java, Sulawesi, 
Ball, New Guinea, eastern 
Australia, and the Solomon 
Islands. Tlie wings are black 
above and brown below, witli 
large turquoise patches in the 
middle of botli fore and hmd 
win gs. Wh en m rest, 1 1 m ake s 
a pad of silk to sit upon 
Danuus plexippus t

Violence flares as Turkey PM

LONDOM (AFP) - Riot police 
on Tuesday forced their way 
into two buildings in London 
occupied by anti-capitalists, 
and clashed with protesters 
demonstrating in the British 
capital Bihead of next week's 
GS summit in Horthem Ire¬ 
land. 

London's Metropolitan Po¬ 
lice sad nearly 1,200 officers 
had been deployed and 32 
protesters had been arrested. 

More thai a hundred not 
officers surrounded a fonner 
police station in the Echo dis¬ 
trict tliought to be an anti-cap- 
italist squat, and after a tense 
standoff pushed their way in¬ 
side to escort several people 
from the building 

Aerial television footage 
showed a protester being 
pinned down by officers on 
the roof where several police 
abseiling teams had posi¬ 
tioned themselves. 

A banner reading "What if 
we smash the OS'?" was hang¬ 
ing from a window. 


London's Metropolitan Po¬ 
lice said they had "a search 
wairant relating to intelli¬ 
gence that individuals at the 
address were m possession of 
weapons and were intent on 
causing criminal damage and 
engagingmviolent disorder". 

Officers removed large 
pieces of wood and metal 
poles from the building. 

In east London, police said 
they had raided a second 
building following reports of 
criminal damage. Three peo¬ 
ple were airested. 

The raids came as around 
150' protesters pai'aded 
llirough central London, 
bangmg diiuns m a "Carnival 
Against Capitalism" organ¬ 
ised by tlie group Stop GS.

KIRKUK (AFP) - More than 
1,000 Kurdish cai'eer soldiers 
in Iraq's army have deserted 
and want to be integrated into 
forces loyal to the autonomous 
Kurdistan region, a heavy 
blow to tlie coimtiy's stretched 
aimed forces. 

The move comes after the 
Kurdish troops disobeyed or¬ 
ders to take pait m an opera¬ 
tion ordered by the Sluite-led 
authorities against a maiiily 
Eumu Arab town. 

If their request is fulfilled, 
such a mass defection would 
he a major loss to Iraq's secu¬ 
rity forces as tlrey grjqpple with 
a surge in violence that has 
sparked fears of renewed sec¬ 
tarian bloodshed. 

Two officials said tlie 1,070 
Kurdish members of the Iraqi 
army's Idth Brigade mutinied 
when gunmen look control of 
a northern town in April, and 
subsequently declined to at¬ 
tend disciplinaiy re-ti'aiiiing 

Tlie soldiers were no longer 
receiving salaries or rations 
fi'om the Iraqi army, nor were 
they following any ordei's fi'om 
federal forces, according to tire 
mayor of tlie town where they 
are based. 

nie mass defection comes 
at a crucial time for Iraq's se¬ 
curity forces, winch are deal¬ 
ing with a massive spike in 
violence, months of protests m 
Sumii Arab provinces, and 
fears of spillover from the con¬ 
flict in neighbouring Syria. 

Last month, more than 
1,OOQ people were killed in vi¬ 
olence according to the United 
Nations, tlie highest toll since 
2003, and attacks on Monday 
left 73 people dead. 



ISTANBUL (AFP) - Ruot po¬ 
lice stormed an Istanbul 
protest square Tuesday, firing 
volleys of tear gas at firework- 
hurling demonstrators after 
Turkish leader Re cep Tayyip 
Erdogan warned he had "no 
more tolerance" for the mass 
demos against his Islamic- 
rooted government. 

Taksim Square turned into a 
battle scene as darkness fell, 
clouds of acrid smoke filling 
the square as police clashed 
witli thousands of protesters 
chanting "Erdogatx re sign I" 
and "R.esistancel", in a firesh 
escalation of 12 days of 
deadly nationwide unrest. 

Several small fires raged 
and AFP rep oiters saw at least 
a dozen mjured. 

Police returned to Taksim, 
tlie epicenti'e ofthe protests, in 
the early morning for the first 
time since pulling out more 
than a week ago. Throughout 
the day, they fought hours- 


long battles with groups of 
demonstrators, some of whom 
hurled stones, fireworks and 
Molotov cocktails. 

Poh ce also brought in bull¬ 
dozers to clear barricades 
erected by demonstrators. 

In the capital Ankara, which 
has seen several mghts of vio¬ 
lence, crowds again took to 
the streets, angrily banging 
pots and pans. 

Tire eaiiy morning assault 
on Taksim Square surprised 
protesters, many of whom 
were dozing in nearby Gezi 
Pai'k, because it came just 
hours after Prime Minister Er¬ 
dogan said he would meet 
witli protest leaders on 
Wednesday, his first major 
concession since the trouble 
began. 

The nationwide unrest first 
erupted after police cracked 
down heavily on May 31 ou a 
campaign to save Gezi Pai'k 
fi'om redevelopment.

Chicago Board Options Ex¬ 
change, tlie biggest US opb.o-ns 
trading platform, agreed to pay 
a $fi million fine to settle 
chaiges it failed in its regula- 
toiy oversight, tlie Securities 
and Exchange Coimmssion an¬ 
nounced yesterday. 

CBOE fell short of the re¬ 
quirements to prevent abusive 
short-selling, the EEC said. As 
such, the exchange failed to 
perform a core function of a 
self-regulatoiy orgamzahon 

"The proper regulation of 
the markets relies on SROs to 
aggressively police their niem- 
ber firms and enforce their 
rules as well as the securities 
laws/ said Andrew Ceresneh, 
co-director of the SEC‘s divi¬ 
sion of enforcement. 

"When SROs fail to regu¬ 
late responsibly the conduct of 
their member firms as CBOE 
did here, we will not hesitate to 
bring an enforcement action." 

Tlie CBOE case 13 the first 
levied against an exchange for 


vio l ah on s rel ate d to re gul atory 
oversight, the SEC said. 

Among the regulatory and 
compliance failures, CBOE 
failed to enforce a short-selling 
rule with a client because the 
company had not adequately 
tram surveillance staff or en¬ 
sure that investigators had read 
the rules, the SEC said 

CBOE then took "nus- 
guided and unprecedented" 
steps of assisting tliat same 
client finn when it became the 
subject of an SEC inveshga- 
tion, the SEC said 

CBOE, in a separate state¬ 
ment, said tlie exchange had 
implemented or was m the 
process of implementing all 
remedies identified by the 
SEC. 

"Tbs settlement mai’ks a 
significant step in putting tlie 
SEC matter b^nd us, but our 
commitment to mamtaintng 
the very bghest standards in 
regulation and compliance will 
be earned foi"wai'd throughout 
the organization" it said.

Nicaragua and 
China agree to 
build canal 
between Pacific 
and Caribbean 

MANAGUA -- Nicaragua 
may, at last, see its dream of 
a cross-country canal come 
true. President Daniel Ortega 
presented late yesterday a 
dra ft 1 aw to the N ali o nal As - 
sembly that will give a Hong 
Kong company the contract 
for the construction and 
management of the ftiture 
canal for 5D years. Tlie As¬ 
sembly, which IS largely 
controlled by Ortega's San- 
dinista Front, approved the 
project a day later, over ob¬ 
jections from the opposition. 

Although a route to the 
future canal is yet to be es¬ 
tablished, analyst point that 
it would go throu^ the wa¬ 
ters of Lake Nicaragua. 

The project, which will

The 25-year-old's parents 
found a suicide note in her 
wallet which reports said con¬ 
tained details of her troubled 
relationslnp with Pancholi.

Hollins, 59^ IS under 
contract as the team's 
coach until June 3Q but 
will not be offered a re¬ 
newal deal after tlie Spurs 
swept Mempliis out of 
tlie playoffi. 

Hollins seived as an in¬ 
terim coach of the Gnz- 
zlies 111 tlie 1993-2000 
season when they were 
based in Vancouver and 
coached the last four 
games in the 2004-05 
^ season after Hubie 
Brown re signed as coach, 
in January of 2009, tlie 
Grizzlies hired Hollins as dieir 
coach and he went 195-155 
over four seasons, reaching the 
playoffs each of the past three 
campaigns. 

The Grizzlies are looking at 
George Kail, tins season's 
LJBA Coach of the Year who 
was fired last week by tlie 
Denver Nuggets, according to 
the Mempliks Commercial Ap¬ 
peal newspaper. 

Hollins IE expected to attract 
interest firoiii several NBA 


clubs, including Denver, the

2DQ5 witli Portland and 2D05- 
2009 with Philadelplua, hut 
only made the playoffs lliree 
times in eight seasons and 
never made it past the first 
round.
